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Controversy fills meeting 


Senators nix election

“This meeting began in controversy 
and \s heading toward ridiculous, said 
Ellen Engleman, IPFW student body 
vice-president, of the Student Senate's 
first fall mecting, Seph.2 

Engleman frequently relied on her 
gavel, once even threatening to have 
other senators “sit on it" In her efforts 
to control one of that body's longer and 
liveller sessions 

The biggest bone for contention was a 
resolution Introduced by Steve 
Westrick to prohibit a special election 
to fill six Senate seats still vacant after 
last spring's general election. 
Weatrick's resolution contended that 
since petitioners have been approved 
by the Senate to fill these vacancies, a 
special election is unnecessary. 

Jeff Sandy, Senate parliamentarian, 
said the Student Senate constitution 
requires another elecuon 

“Since there were so many vacancies 
eft in the Senate after the general 
election, the Senate did not have a 
quorum and could not conduct any 
business—Including approving the 
petitioners, "" Sandy said 

The issue was hotly debated with a lot

Inequality persists for

Even a casual glance at U.S. labor 
statistics reveals incredible changes 
over the past century in both the 
composition of the female labor force 
and the nature of the jobs women 
perform. 

Equally striking, the number of 
women working has shot up so 
dramatically that one might argue that 
this quantitative change has been so 
reat as to constitute a qualitative 
change in social roles 

Despite these changes, however, 
work today for the vast majority of 
women serves to confirm their 
subordination and dependence in a 
‘world in which the predominant values 
remain firmly masculine 

American women first began to work 
in large numbers outside of their own 
homes in the second quarter of the 19th 
century, when the cotton textile mills 
offered cash wages to tens of thousands 
of daughters of New England farmers. 
By the eve of the Civil War, sewing and 
shoemaking came to. challenge the 
Jeading role of textile manufacturing as: 
‘occupations for women. 

Domestic servants, however, 
probably outnumbered female factory: 
workers throughout the 19th century, 
although reliable early employment 
statistics for women are rare. By 1890 
domestic service employed 1,2 million 
women, and factory work, 1,0 million. 

All other major occupations lagged 
far behind: in 1890 there were only 
about 250,000 women teachers, 100,000 
in retail sales, and a mere 75,000 office 
workers, Bluecollar work clearly

Wheelehair-bound students and 
students on crutches have few 
problems with mobility on the IPFW 
campus, sald Debbie Grimm, 
counselor for disabled students. 

Until recently, this was not true. 

Doors that opened in only one 
direction and entrances blocked by 
stairs were (wo of the major 
barriers to mobility at IPFW that 
students in wheelchairs had to 
overcome as recently as 1979. 

Since then, many of these ob- 
stacles have been eliminated, 
Grimm said. For instance, the doors 
connecting the wings of Kettler Hall 
to lls main hallways have been 
removed, making the wings more 
accessible to the handicapped. Also, 
automatic doors have been installed 
in all the campus buildings so that 
students in wheelchairs can avoid 
the entrances withsteps. 

According to Grimm, the Han- 
dicapped Student Committee, made 
up of students - with diverse 
disabilities, reviewed the for 
Building D and the athletic building 
and found both to be ‘‘more than 
accessible ...”"

definition of the word “quorum'” in

debate, Don Guffey leveled a personal 
attack against Sandy.

When votes were finally cast, 
Westrick’s resolution passed with one 
dissenting vote. 

Two new senators and {wo executive 
assistants were also sworn in from six 
petitioners. The new senators are 
Barry Baumgartner and Don Moore, 
and the executive assistants are Tim 
Coolman and Paula Kramer 


But even this order of business was 
marked by disruption. Before the vote, 
Engleman called for a closed session 
debate during which personal 
qualifications of each of the petitioners 
were to be discussed. All guests were 
asked to leave the room during the 
debate, 

‘The reporter covering the meeting 
for The Communicator, citing the open- 
door legislation and "'the student body's 


right to know,"’ refused to leave with 
the other guests. 
Voices were again raised in 
argument over the issue before 
Engleman finally adjourned the 
meeting. Most senators then carried on 
the debate in her office while other 
senalors simply went home 


Some ten minutes after the first 
meeting had ended, the second Student 
Senate meeting began. A secret vote 
was taken, and the new members of 
Senate were welcomed. Several 
Senators expressed hope that those just 
sworn in wouldn't take this particular 
session as representative of all Student 
Senate meetings. 

Also on the agenda was discussion of 
a bill to spend $4700 on a computer for 
the Student Senate offices, Bruce Clark, 
who introduced the bill, asked for an 
indefinite postponement so that more 
information could be gathered. Sup- 
porters of the bill state that internal 
office work in the Senate would be more 
quickly and efficiently done, and they 
point especially to ideas pertaining to 
setting up a more effective student 
carpool. Opponents, however, sce 
problems in securing the computer 
against unauthorized use.

dominated women's paid employment 
as the 19th century drew toa close. 

Who were these blue-collar working 
women at the turn of the century? 
Almost all were young, single im- 
migrant women ‘supporting them- 
selves, or daughters of immigrants 
helping to support their families. Only 
about one in eight working women was 
married Even among immigrant 
women, few expected to continue 
working after marriage. 

A study of working mothers in New. 
York City in 1910, for example, found 
that the absence or illness of husbands 
was the prime factor that led these 
women toseek paid employment, Black 
married women were the main ex- 
ception to this pattern, for the 
precarious economic position of 
southern black families led a high 
proportion of black women to continue 
in agricultural or domestic labor after 
marriage. 

THE 20TH CENTURY 

‘These patterns changed dramatically 
in the 20th century. Between 1890 and 
1978 the number of working women — 
defined here as wage earners — in- 
creased from about 4 million to more 
than 38 million. At the same time the 
Proportion of females over 16 in the 
paid labor force increased from 20 
percent to more than 50 percent. 

Although men continue to work in 


terbuilding mobility for disabled 
students, Grimm said, This sum- 
mer, grounds crews replaced many 
of the sidewalks that were cracked 
and uneven that posed hazards to 
blind students and students on 
crutches, as well as those confined to 
wheelchairs, 

The Walb Memorial Union plaza 
and the ramp between Neff Hall and 
the Helmke Library also were 
repaved. 

In the past, handicapped students 
bad difficulty getting around 
campus in the wintertime because 
the sidewalks were not shoveled and 
salted adequately. Last year, they 
bad no such problem,, Grimm said. 
“Snow removal was excellent,"' she 
said, praising the physical plant 
employees she said were quick to 
respond to adverse weather con- 
ditions. 

So far this semester, disabled 
students have had no problems with 
mobility, Grimm said "Getting 
around campus has been 95 percent 
hassle-free,” said Carmen Denesa, a 
freshman who is confined to a 
wheelchair. She said the only 
problem she has had is with the 
automatic doors at the Walb 
Memorial Union. 

“One of the doors is out of order,"* 


Greater numbers than do women, 
females now constitute about 40 per- 
cent of the overall labor force, a figure 
that is steadily inching upward, The 
greatest share in this increase is the 
result of married women entering paid 
‘employment. In 1890 less than 5 percent 
of married women worked outside their 
homes; by 1975 this figure stood at 44 
percent. In 1890 married women 
composed about 12 percent of working 
women; today they are fully 60 percent. 

Equally significant has been the shift 
in the nature of the occupations women 
hold in the economy. Almost two-thirds 
of employed women were in blue-collar 
occupations in 1900, with almost 29 
percent in domestic work, and 2 
percent in factories. By 1978, less than 3 
percent of women were employed in 
domestic service and only 11 percent 
worked as factory operatives, 

In contrast, clerical occupations have 
come to dominate the contemporary 
female workforce, accounting for more 
than a third of all employed women. 
Service jobs and professional oc- 
cupations — especially teaching and 
nursing — jointly constitute another 
third With the transformation of the 
American economy in the 20th century, 
the white-collar portion of the female 
labor force grew from 18 to 63 percent,

8,300 vie for 2,800 spaces 


Two lots unused

The 8,300 people who bought IPFW 
parking permits this fall to be eligible 
to use the 2,800 campus parking spaces 
might agree with John R. Carnaghi, 
vice-chancellor for financial affairs, 
Who said last week that IPFW is seeing 
the very worst of its parking problems 
right now. 

Carnaghi said he thinks the parking 
space shortages are due in part to 
students coming to the campus for 
reasons other than for classes, such as 
buying books or visiting counselors. 

He also said that some of the parking 

“spaces are being-used by the workers 
building the campus’ two new 
buildings. These workers will be 
Teaving the campus soon, Carnaghi 
said, with the completion of the 
buildings. 

Regardless of the reasons for limited 
parking spaces available, Carnaghi 
said, the illegal parking by students in 
non-authorized areas—such as on 
‘campus roadways or in grassed areas 
between paved lots—will not be 
allowed. 

Vehicles parked illegally will be 
ticketed, Carnaghi said, because two 
legal parking lots are not yet being fully 
used by students,

of the best features on campus is the 
elevators, ‘The elevators are really 
nice," hesaid.

The two lots not being filled, Car- 
naghi said, are the lot north of the Walb 
Memorial Union Building and the lot 
west of the campus, across the St 
Joseph River from Kettler Hall. (See 
accompanying map.) 

Both littleused lots, he sald, are 
about one-half mile walks from Kettler 
Hall 

“We're encouraging people to park in 
both these free lots," Carnaghi said, As 
an incentive to using these lols, he said, 
the university is willing to refund the 
cost of the parking permits to students 
using the free lots, ‘Of course, we'll 
haye to process the refunds through the 
university, but students will get the 
refund,”’ Carnaghi said, 

He also noted that the free lot across 
the river has recently received new 
gravel, and the road leading to that lot 
has been repaved, 

Maurice Shady, chief of IPFW's 
police and safety, said the campus 
police will begin regular patrols of the 
cross-river lot if students begin to use 
it 

Currently, Shady said, his officers do 
not patrol that lot because students 
aren't using the lot. For instance, he 
said, “The only two cars that have 
parked there this week have belonged 
tofishermen."* 

Shady also warned that workers at 


Bennett sets 


Providing technical support that will 
put IPFW's computing and data 
processing department in the forefront 
Of industry is the long-range goal of 
William Bennett, that department's 
new head . 

Bennett, who came to the university 
from ITT’s Aerospace Division where 
he was manager of Systems and Data 
Processing, began his job here Aug. 3 

“We're struggling with the demand 
(to provide technical support to in- 
dustry),"’ Bennett said, ‘but we'll meet 
it and try to figure out where it’s going 
— preferably staying ahead of it." 

Bennett said he expects an even 
greater demand for computer courses 
in the future as more companies realize 


the Allen County Extension, which 
borders the east side of the campus, are 
upset about vehicles belonging to 
students being parked on their lot. They 
have threatened, Shady said, to haye 
the vehicles towed away. 

Shady sald the large numbers of 
vehicles on the campus has also 
resulted in traffic jams during the peak 
noon-time and evening hours. 

Although campus police officers 
direct traffic during these peak hours at 
the intersection of the campus’ south 
and west drives, Shady said the officers 
can do little to speed up the traffic 
because the officers haye no control 
over thesignal light on Coliseum Blvd. 

“T guess what they really do is keep 
peoples’ tempers in check,” Shady 
said 

To help alleviate the traffic Jams on 
the west side of the campus, Shady 
Suggested that those parking on the 
east side of the campus exit on U.S. 37 
(Crescent Ave.) I'm sure they'd find it 
faster than waiting in those long lines 
(at the west exit),"" Shady said 

Carnaghi said no plans are being 
made to increase the number or size of 
campus parking lots at this time. He 
said a decline in enrollment is expected 
in the future, and money put into soon- 
to-be unneeded lots could be better used 
for other things.

On Sept. 2, the IPFW Student Senate 
voted itself into office over the ob 
jections of its parllamentarian and in 
violation of its constitution. 

While many members of the Senate 
seem to believe this is a trivial matter 
and hardly worth their own or the 
Student body's concern, The Com- 
municator believes differently. 

If this university is considered as a 
community, then the Student Senate is 
the government of this community, and 
its actions and decisions are the com 
munity's body of law. 

Within the body of law, the constitution 
represents the ultimate law, that against 
which all other laws are measured. 

If the Senate circumvents its con- 
stitution, then it is setting itself above 
the law — a direct violation of all 
democratic process. 

The differences of opinions over the 
necessity of a special election is 
shrugged off by many in the Senate as 
“a disagreement in interpretation,” and 
therefore somehow mysterious and 
unsolvable, It is, as Ken Schenk, student 
body president, put it, ‘a black hole.”’ 

Some things in this debate, however, 
are not a matter of interpretation, no 
matter what some senators would like us 
to believe. All committees, govern- 
mental or social, must have a quorum to 
conduct any business. This is so that the 
majority's will may be done and the 
minority may be heard 

Returning to Webster, a quorum is 
defined as “the number (usually a 
majority) of officers or members of a 
body that when duly assembled js legally 
competent to transact business,” Before 
proceeding, the word “usually"’ in this 
definition should be explained 

If a body at some point decides that a 
number other than a majority may 
conduct business, that body must enter 
this number in the minutes of the 
meeting with the full consent of its 
parliamentarian. AFTER that time, this 
other number may make decisions 

This was not the last summer 
when the petitioners were approved. 
Only now that questions have been 
raised does the Senate look back and 
say, in effect, ‘Oh, well, We'll call that 
other group a quorum," F 

Many senators say they feel a special 
election would be too inconvenient, take 
too much time, and possibly break up 
what they perceive to be a very good 
Senate, 

The luxury .of convenience does not 
override the responsibility of due 
process of law.

Tuskers rout 


Purdue-Calumet

Strikers Mladen Kralj and Art Stefoski each scored a pair 
of goals to spearhead an impressive IPFW opening-day 
soccer victory over Purdue Calumet, Saturday, 69. 

The win, on a grey afternoon, got the Tuskers started off on 
the right foot in pursuit of the NAIA playoff berth. 

Kralj opened the scoring when he rebounded a Mark 
Gabrek shot at the 36 minute mark of the match. Thirty 
seconds later, Kralj took a centering pass from right winger 
Jim Sharpe and headed the ball high into the net to give the 
‘Tuskers a commanding 2-0 halftime lead. 

A freshman, Kralj is expected"to develop into a great 
player, said bead coach Ed Stefankiewicz. “He'll be our 
leading scorer,"' the coach said of Kralj. "He's kind of laid 
back, but he lays the ball off to the other players super.’” 

The two second-half goals by Stefoski and the shut-out 
performance by goaltender Mark Blessing were over- 
shadowed by the referees red-carding four Purdue players 

a three minute period. The red-card parade started 
when Pete LaMaster upped the Tusker lead to three, five 
minutes into the second half. The referees handed two yellow 
cards to two Laker players who had complained that 
LaMaster was offsides when he scored. These two yellow 
cards upset the Lakers to the point they started grabbing 
Tusker players and carrying them off the ball. Misko 
Trifunovie was the first to be disqualified. Seconds later, 
Carlos Rojus followed his teammate to the showers, as he 
was followed by Branko Maric, who was followed by Leo 
Nascimento, 

Stefankiewiez cleared his bench with little more than thi 
minutes left in the game. The Lakers, already playing wi: 
only six players plus their goalie, put Brian Gaskey, a one 
legged player, into the nets 

‘The Tuskers then seemed to get over-anxious, as they 
were continually called for being offsides as they tried to 
penetrate a seemingly revitalized Laker defense. However, 
when the Tuskers did manage to get around the sticky 
defense, Gaskey came up with some brilliant saves on point- 
blank shots, That was until Stefoski found the range at the 23 
minute mark of the half. Stefoski took a pass from Curt 
Mirwaldt as he broke in on Gaskey to score. 

For the next 15 minutes, the Tuskers were unable to solve 
the Laker riddle until Mirwaldt added a goal of his own with 
two minutes to go in the game. Then, before anyone realized 
what had happened, Stefoski added his second goal with a 
minute, ten left in the match. The Lakers threw in the towel 
with 15 seconds left, as the players left the field. 

After the game, Stefankiewicz said he knew the Lakers 
Were an undisciplined bunch, and that he knew they would 
Start arguing amongst themselves. ‘Our game plan was to 
score first,'" Stefankiewicz explained. "'We wanted ta take 
the game to them.’ About the series of red-cards, 
Stefankiewiez said, “It was ridiculous. I didn't think it would 
get that bad.” 

‘Though Blessing gets credit for a shutout, he had plenty of 
help from a defense anchored by sweeper James Hen- 
mueller. “That was his first game at sweeper,’” the coach 
stated, ''He played a super game. He went out there and took 
control." 

The Tuskers won't rest on the laurals of this opening day 
Win, for they still have 15 more games between now and a 
possible playoff berth.
